WITH AMERICAN FORCES AT BALLEROY, France, 
July 2.—(AP)—One of the strangest battlefield scenes in 
all the invasion of France occurred this afternoon in No- 
Man’s-Land near here when eight German nurses captured 
in Cherbourg, were returned to the enemy lines.

Nazi Food Supply Threatened

STOCKHOLM, 
German troops laying virtual siege 
to Copenhagen have threatened 
patriots barricaded in the streets 
with starvation unless they call 
off a general strike reported 
spreading to Denmark’s famed 
dairies, free Danish sources said 
tonight. 

Reinforced by occupation troops 
from other points in Denmark, the 
Nazis threw a cordon about the 
strife-torn capital, then posted 
warnings that the people would be 
starved unless they went back to 
work. 

If the reports are true that the 
strike, which began Friday and 
stopped traffic and trade within 
the city, is reaching out to the 
dairies it will prove a serious set- 
back for the German food supply.

50,000 ‘Commandos’ 


Terrorizing Germany 


MADRID, July 2.—(#)}—Twenty thousand squads of kill-or-be- 
killed commandos now roam the thheart of Germany, striking fear into 
the hearts of officials and househdiders alike as they plough doggedly 
toward their ultimate goal—juncture with guerrilla forces operating 


in the German rear. 


From various informants reach- 
ing here the story has been pieced 
together concerning these 50,000 
men—all foreign prisoners who 
escaped from Germany within the 
single fortnight following the Al- 
lied invasion of France. 

Thirty thousand of them are 
said to be Russians, who, like the 
Poles and Balkan Slavs, know 
that it is certain death for them 
to be caught. So they operate in 
small groups, seldom more than 
five in number, and often all 
alone, 

“A householder’s life anywhere 
in Germany is one of constant fear 
that the slightest noise in the 
house at night may be an escaped 
prisoner ready to slit our throats 
if we make a move and betray his 
presence,” sad a neutral who lived 
near Leipzig. “The scourge of the 
farms and small country villages 
are thousands of foreigners who 
move in the dark.” 

All seemed to agree that the 
Leipzig district was the “cross- 
roads” of escapees—Czechs and 


|\Serbs passing from northern and 


western Germany en route to their 
homelands, Russians and Poles 
from western and southern Eu- 
rope; French, Belgians and Dutch 
southbound from the great Pom- 
erian, East Prussian and Sile:‘an 
labor and prison camps. 

Many of the Russians aré de- 
serters from German SS units, and 
are armed and sometimes even 
uniformed, their insignia for each 
district they reach being obtained 
simply by killing German soldiers. 
They sometimes have hand gre- 
nades in their pockets, for use 
when and if cornered, — 

Since the invasion officials of 
villages and towns in upper Ba- 
varia have asked and obtained re- 
moval of all Russian prisoners in 
farm and factory labor, in fear of 
mass revolt. And. now the escap- 
ing French are reported getting 
the same treatment as the Rus- 
sians when caught in Germany—

For Siberia 


MOSCOW, July 2.—(#/)—"Si- 
beria reminds me of my own 
country, it has a brilliant future,” 
Eric Johnston, president of the U, 
S. Chamber of Commerce, declar- 
ed in an interview with Tasé, 
Soviet news agency, as he was re- 
turning to the United States. 

“Its cultural and economic de- 
velopment will depend on the de- 
termination of the nation, its out- 
look and the courage of the mass- 
es. What I’ve' seén in Siberia con- 
vinced me that the Soviet people 
possess~all those faculties.” 

Johnston predicted increasing 
economic relations between Rus- 
sia and the United States. He stop- 
ped at Omsk after visiting Magni- 
togorsk and Sverdlovsk.

Civil, Currency Drafts 


Drawn Up for France 


LONDON, July 2.—(4)—Nego- 
tiations lasting for two weeks be- 
tween the British and French on 
civil administration and currency 
questions in France were conclud- 
ed today with the completion of 
drafts which will be submitted to 
the British government and Gen- 
eral Charles De Gaulle’s French 
National Committee for approval. 

The civil administration draft 
was‘ understood to follow the main 
lines of the agreements reached 
with the governments of Norway, 
The Netherlands and Belgium, 
making allowances for France’s 
greater area. 

The currency draft was believed 
to provide in effect that the 
French committee shall be the sole 
issuing authority for currency pro- 
vided for the Allied armies in 
France. 


Atlanta Colonel Helped Chase 
Gremlins Out of Big B-29 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

HEADQUARTERS XX BOMB- 
ER COMMAND, Somewhere in 
India.—A veteran engineer of At- 
lanta, Ga., Lieutenant Colonel 
Charles H. S, Russell was _ in- 
cluded among a group of “key 
men” who played important 
roles in the secret development 
of the long-range B-29 Superfor- 
tress which is carrying the air 
war to Japan. 

In March of last year, when 
the Air Forces took charge of the 
B-29 production program, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Russell was one 
of the technical experts chosen 
to iron out numerous problems 
which threatened to bog down 
production schedules of the huge 
bomber. 

“These were the men,” accord- 
ing to Brigadier General Ken- 
neth B. Wolfe, commanding gen- 
eral of the XX Bomber Com- 
mand, “who were especially se- 
lected by me for their individual 
professional qualifications and 
their intense interest and belief 
in long range bombers and the 
employment of strategic air 
forces.” 

“It was necessary,” General 
Wolfe added, “‘to order these men 
away from the plant at night. 
Otherwise they would have 
worked endlessly.” 

Commissioned a major in the 
Air Forces in April, 1941, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Russell was first 
assigned to. the school unit of 
the production engineering sec- 
tion at Wright Field and in 1942 
was named chief of the produc- 
tion section, Central Procure- 
ment district, Detroit, Mich. 
Later in the same year he re- 
turned to Wright Field as chief 
of ‘the winterization branch, pro- 
duction engineering section. It 
was while serving in the latter 
post that he was selected to aid 
in the B-29 project. 

When a B-29 operational train- 
ing wing was established, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Russell became 
first base commander of the 
wing. He also supervised con- 
struction of a modification center 
for the big bombers there and 
served as an assistant in the sup- 
ply and maintenance section in 
charge of procurement for the 
center. 

With the creation of the XX 
Bomber Command, Lieutenant 


Colonel Russell was assigned to 
the supply section of the com- 
mand headquarters. and when 
the bomber outfit began moving 
into bases in the CBI theater, he 
was sent to Africa to expedite 
the shipment of supplies and 
men and carry on liaison work 
with the Air Transport Com- 
mand. 


Lieutenant Colonel Russell was 
born in Bloomingdale, Tenn., on 
June 18, 1897, the son of the late 


John W. and Olive Crocket Rus- 
sell; attended Maryville College 
and received the Ph. D. Uegree in 
engineering from Stanford Uni- 
versity. During the first World 
War he served a three-year 
“hitch” as an enlisted man in the 
Signal Corps and Coast Artillery. 
Prior to entering service in 
World War II he was employed 
as an engineer by the Frosted 
Food Sales Corp., of New York 
City. His wife, Helen L. Russell, 
resides at 2046 Ponce de Leon 
avenue in Atlanta. ,

Busy ‘Vacation’ 
For Ramspeck 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—(4)— 
Congressional leaders have de- 
cided, House Majority Whip 
Ramspeck, Democrat, Georgia, 
said today, not to resume major 
legislative work until after Labor 
Day. 

“The leaders will come back in 
August,” he told a reporter be- 
fore leaving for his Decatur, Ga., 
home.

With implacable and irresistible enemy forces driving against 
them from east and west and south, even the most fanatic of 
Nazis must know, as all the world knows, that the German 
plight is hopeless. The end of the war in Europe may come soon 
or it may be delayed, but that the end will be unconditional sur- 
render by the crushed foe is sure. 

Sure, that is, barring one possible development. 

Observers who have proven right many times before state that, 
when the German headquarters staff accepts the certainty of 
Gefeat, Hitler will probably be granted 30 days in which to try 
to salvage something out of the wreckage. If he fails then, it is 
quite probable he will be “liquidated” by his own people.

Not Incompatible 


If Colonel McCormick of the 
Chicago Tribune, most rabid na- 
tionalist-isolationist publicist in 
America, and Wendell L. Willkie, 
most intransient internationalist, 
both sitting somewhat on the 
fringes of the Republican conven- 
tion, see eye to eye regarding the 
plank on foreign policy it is im- 
probable that they should both be 
wrong. 


Mr, Willkie denounces the plank 
as “double talk” and compares it 
quite astutely to the plank on for- 
eign policy incorporated in the 
platform of the convention that 
nominated Harding, in 1920; on its 
face it looks like a commitment to 
effective world organization. But 
there is nothing in it that could 
not be interpreted in & variety of 
ways. For one thing it specifically 
reaffirms the constitutional proc- 
ess of treaty ratification which 
makes it possible for 33 senators 
to railroad any form of real inter- 
national organization into obliv- 
ion. 


If the Republican party whole- 
heartedly meant business about 
creating a “postwar co-operative 
world organization” it would try 
to open the way for a constitu- 
tional change of the constitutional 
process, which, with the power 
they presently exert in the states 
ought not be difficult to bring 
about, 


Limits 


In his keynote speech Governor 
Warren plainly set forth the limits 
to which the Republican party is 
willing to go, and made it clearer 
than the platform plank does, He 
called for “effective co-operation 
with all peace-loving nations” and 
for “the establishment of an inter- 
for the settle- 
ment of disputes.” He also urged 
“effective friendly co-operation of 


the war’s principal allied combat- 


ants.” And, beyond this, stood 
ready to “welcome every nation 
prepared in honesty to join with 
us.” It is to be noted that the only 
sort of “organization” specifically 
referred to was a “tribunal.” The 
definite renuncation, also, of a 
“world state” might mean renun- 
ciation of any sort of effective co- 
operative organization to enforce 
peace, 


Colonel McCormick, who had 
obviously seen the plank, ex- 
pressed himself satisfied with it, 
as a whole.

Threats Fail 
To Disturb FDR 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—In his conference 
with Governor Arnall the other day President 
Roosevelt confided that he was not concerned , 
over the threats of Texas and Mississippi Demo- 
crats to name slates of presidential electors hostile to the fourth 
term. 

The President was of the opinion that the whole thing will blow 
over and be forgotten before election time, which is in keeping with 
the appraisal of the situation made here by most seasoned political 
observers. 

But even if the southern malcontents should persist in their 
program, there are other reasons to see where the President is 
not at all disturbed over the threats. In the first place, there is no 
present prospect that the coming election will be close enough to 
be affected by the Texas and Mississippi electoral vote. 

Even the Republicans have lost much of their earlier hopeful- 
ness, and most observers, including a number of those who have 
been anything but friendly to the Roosevelt administration, now 
concede that the President’s re-election, assuming he is the nom- 
inee, is all but a certainty. 

The second reason turns on the part the supreme court might 
be expected to play in any contest growing out of the refusal of 
electors to cast their votes in accordance with the way their states 
went in the presidential election. 


S Walter Lippman, the able commentator 
SINISTER BUSINES bie ge ppm lg nd ye 

has made the sound eR that “it would be a sinister busi- 

ness to argue that an act is constitutional which is contrary to 
American constitutional practice during virtually the whole life 
of the republic.” 

Obviously then if Texas and Mississippi Democratic electors 
sought to cast their votes for a candidate other than Mr. Roosevelt 
after he had carried these states, the way would be open for 
bringing some sort of action against them in the highest tribunal. 


And few people have any doubts that the supreme court, as it 
is presently constituted, would rule that the action was contrary 
to the traditional American constitutional practice. 

It is inconceivable that the court would allow any given slate 
of electors to cast their votes in a way to override the expressed 
will of the people. 

Governor Arnall himself is convinced that it would not take the 
highest court more than 30 minutes to write a decision to that 
effect, if the issue is ever brought there. 

But while Mr. Roosevelt is not personally disturbed by the 
Texas and Mississippi threats, he is none the less agitated by 
moves of the kind to circumvent the constitution. In his dis- 
cussion of the matter with the Georgia governor he condemned 
the action severely. 


WHAT IT AMOUNTS TO What it amounts to, of course, is 

an effort to ignore the popular 
will of the people in the choice of. a chief executive of the nation. 
If one state can do a thing of the kind, there is nothing to prevent 
all of them from doing the same thing. And in that case we would 
have a small body of 531 men and women, constituting the elec- 
toral college, determining for themselves who the President of 
the United States should be, irrespective of how the people might 
have voted. 

There is about as much democracy to that as the methods now 
prevailing in Fascist Germany. 

Perhaps, as the President feels, however, the whole business 
has been blown up out of all proportion to its true value. Nothing 
is likely to come of it. More than likely those responsible for 
putting forward the sinister scheme were prompted by a desire 
to attract attention, as much as anything else. 

It is Governor Arnall’s belief that no presidential elector from 
Texas or any other state would have the courage to cast his vote 
contrary to the expressed will of the people of his state. To do 
so, he says, would cause the offending person to be politically 
and socially ostracized. Moreover, he would probably be tarred 
and feathered and ridden out of the state on a rail. 

It is not too much to expect that some good may come from 
the case after all. For one thing, it has already started an agita- 
tion in congress for throwing up greater safeguards around the 
electoral college. Others would abolish it altogether. The latter 
might well be done, it seems, as the college has come to be nothing 
more than a useless appendage under our constitutional system. 
We could continue to credit the individual states with the same 
electoral votes they now have without keeping the cumbersome 
and wholly unnecessary procedure of the electoral college.

Antiaircraft Gunners Play Important Part 


IN NORMANDY—(By Wireless)—American antiaircraft gunners began playing their 
important part in the battle of Normandy right on D-Day and shortly after H-Hour. 

Ordinarily you wouldn’t think of the antiaircraft coming ashore with the infantry, but 
a little bit of everything came ashore on that memorable day—from riflemen to press cen- 
sors, from combat engineers to chaplains—and everybody had a hand in it. 


UP FRONT WITH MAULDIN 


The ack-ack was given a place 
in the very early waves because 
the general in command felt that 
the s would throw what 
strength they had onto the 
beaches that day and he wanted 
his men there to repel it. 

As it turned out, the Germans 
didn’t use their planes at all and 
the ack-ack wasn’t needed to pro- 
tect the landings from air attack. 
So, like many other units, they 
turned themselves into infantry 
or artillery and helped win the 
battle of the beaches. 

They took infantryvlike casual- 
ties, too. One unit lost half of its 
men and guns. 

When I started rounding up ma- 
terial for this ack-ack series I ran 
onto the story of one crew of ack- 
ackers who had knocked out a 
German 88 deeply ensconced in a 
thick concrete emplacement—and 
did it with a tiny 37-mm. gun, 
which is somewhat akin to David 
slaying Goliath. 

So I hunted up this crew to see 
how they did it. By that time 
they had moved several miles in- 
land. I found them at the edge of 
@ small open field far out in the 


country. 
DUG INTO GROUND 

Their gun had been dug into the 
ground. Two men sat constantly 
in their bucket seats behind the 
gun, keeping watch on the sky 
even in the daytime. The others 
slept in their pup tents under the 
bushes, or just loafed around and 
brewed an occasional! cup of cof- 
fee. 

The commander of this gun is 
Sergeant Hyman Haas, of Brook- 
lyn. Sergeant Haas is an enthusi- 
astic and flattering young man 
who was practically beside him- 
self with delight when I showed 
up at their remote position, for 
he had read this column back in 
New York but hadn't supposed 
our trails would ever cross in an 
Army this big. When I told him I 
wanted to write a little about his 
crew he beamed and said: 

“Oh, boy! Wait till Flatbush 
Avenue hears about this!” 

Their story is this— 

They came ashore behind the 
first wave of infantry. A narrow 
valley leading away from the 
beach at that point was blocked 
by the German 88, which stopped 
everything in front of it. So Driv- 
er Bill Hendrix, from Shreveport, 
La., turned their half-track aroun 
and drove the front end back into 
the water so the gun would be 

inting in the right direction. 
PILLBOX KNOCKED OUT 

Then the boys poured 23 rounds 
into the pillbox. Some of their 
shells hit the smal] gun slits and 
went inside. At the end of their 
firing, what Germans were left 
came out with their hands up. 

The boys were very proud of 
their achievement, but I was kind 
of amused at their modesty. One 
of them said: 


“The credit should go to Lieu- |

THREE CATEGORIES

Contracts Rise 


BALTIMORE, July 2.—(>)— 
Construction contracted for in 
southern states during June total- 
ed $70,901,000, the second highest 
month of the first half of 1944, 
in which contracts aggregated 
$403,957,000, the Manufacturers’ 
Record reported today. 

The magazine said the June fig- 
ure was 11 per cent higher than 
the May total, although both it 
and the six-month aggregate were 
below levels for comparable pe- 
riods of 1943. 

Public building, public engineer- 
ing, private building and highway 
construction award valuations in- 
crsead during June over May, but 
industrial construction awards de- 
clined. 

Valuations placed on the vari- 
ous types of construction contract- 
ed during June were: public build- 
ings, $23,675,000; industrial, $14,- 
676,000; public engineering, $14.,- 
482,000; highways and bridges, 
$12,331,000, and private building, 
$5,737,000. 

Most of the large projects con- 
tracted for during the month were 
the result of defense plant cor- 
poration participation, the maga- 
zine said, listing among them an 
addition to a du Pont plant at 
Louisville, Ky.; facilities at the 
St. Louis, Mo., plant of the Na- 
tional Carbon Company, and an 
extension at Shreveport, La., for 
J. L. Beaird Company, manufac- 
turers of castings and oil refinery 
materials. 

The highest new contract total 
of $10,150,000 was placed in Texas, 
followed by the $10,021,000 in 
Florida. Following in order were 
Virginia, Maryland, Louisiana and 
Georgia. ‘ 

These states ranked the same 
for the first half of the year, Texas 
topping the list with a total of 
$73,250 in contracts.

QUANTICO.—Somehow, I don’t know exactly 
how, your few days of waiting for your training 
to begin get you keyed up and tense like a sprinter 
waiting for the gun, You look out the windows _. ee 
and see the class ahead of you, sweating in the sun in close order 


drill while the instructors chant the cadence.

That leaves 121 small 
counties with one representative. 

The only question on which 
there was any real difference of 
Opinion was one concerning reduc- 
tion in the number of counties. 

Knowing that Georgia has too 
marty, the league asked: “Provided 
the revised constitution does not 
drastically reduce the number of 
counties, will you work to secure 
a vote of the people in a separate 
state-wide referendum on _ this

question?” The reason this is such 
a knotty problem is that it is hard 
to leave it to office-holders to leg- 
islate themselves out of office. If 
an equitable scheme were suggest- 
ed and the whole state allowed 
to vote on it, the decision would 
be the people’s decision and not 
the office-holders’. 

The majority of those answer- 


and continuation |ing favored a referendum on the 


reduction of counties. 


Most of 
them who said “No” pointed out 
that they thought that, in order 
to be democratic, only those living 
in the counties to be consolidated 
should vote. We do not under- 
stand this reasoning, because 
every citizen of the state is af- 
fected by this unnecessary and 
this extravagant number of coun- 
ties. 

Too large a number of counties 
holds back the progress of the en- 
tire state, as well as of the small 
counties, 

Dozens of small counties are be- 
ing supported by taxes paid by 
citizens from all over Georgia. 

Consolidation should be made 
acording to a state-wide plan, not 
by some hit-or-miss process. 

If something is not done, the 
whole system of county govern- 
ment will continue to deteriorate. 
When local government fails, the 
result is more centralization of 
government, which certainly in- 
volves everybody.

A Plea for Sense see put through for the benefit of claws 
is permission for an A-1 club to give a player part of his sales price. 

Gilbert has been arguing for this for 20 years. He also has 
sought, during this time, a change in the major league-controlled 
rule prohibiting a team below the double-A classification giving a 
bonus to a free agent to sign a contract. 

The latter rule was inspired by the major teams. Six of 
the eight teams in the International League and the Ameri- 
can Association are major league owned. 

Naturally they want to be able to sign all the free agents, 
and this they can do because they can pay a bonus but the 
Southern League cannot. 

This is chain store baseball at its worst. Such an unfair practice 
makes it awfully tough on independently owned teams. 

It take a three-fourths vote of the minors to change the bonus 
rule, and it failed of passage by just a single vote at the last meet- 
ing. So where there's life, there is hope. 

As to giving a player part of his sales price, this has been 
prohibited because it has been argued a minor league team 
couldn’t afford it. Gilbert has asked that they make it op- 
tional. 

“If 1 want to give a player some money and feel I can afford it, 
why not?

Bowles Raises Prices 


On Many Textile Items 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—(#)—Price Administrator Chester Bowles 
today ordered price increases on about one-third of all cotton textile 
items, in obedience to the Bankhead amendment which congress 
wrote into the extended price control act. : 


Much of the increase in mill 
prices will be passed on to con- 
gumers in higher pricts for cotton 
clothing, underwear, sheeting and 
work clothes. 

Bowles estimated the average in- 
crease to mills at 7’ per cent, or 
about $150,000,000 a year, but he 
said part of that might be ab- 
sorbed before reaching the retail 
level. . 

“The effect upon the cost of liv- 
ing of the price. increases an- 
nounced today cannot be exactly 
determined until final decisions 
have been made as to the extent 
to which converters, cutters, 
wholesalers and retailers will be 
allowed to increase their ceiling 
prices,” Bowles said. 

He added that he did not ex- 
pect the net effect of living costs 
to be substantial, and said the in- 
creases might cause material im- 
provement in the clothing supply. 

At the same time, Bowles lifted 
OPA’s “highest price line” limita- 
tion on retailers of clothing, which 
forbade merchants to sell gar- 
ments in price brackets higher 
than they handled in the past. 
This also was in conformity to 
the new price and wage control 
measures signed by President

FABRICS COVERED 


The new textile prices, to be an- 
nounced in detail as rapidly as 
completed, will affect denims, 
major types of sheets and pillow- 
cases, most combed yarn fabrics, 
knit cotton heavyweight under- 
wear, some chambrays, and most 
combed and carded cotton yarns. 

To permit sales tomorrow, the 
first day of trading after the ef- 
fective date of the act, manufac- 
turers will be allowed to make 
“open contracts” for sale of the 
items penuing final price de- 
cisions. 

The Bankhead Cotton Amend- 
ment directs that “major” textile 
items be adjusted to reflect parity 
prices to growers of cotton. OPA’s 
problem, fought out in a two-day 
conference with manufacturers 
here, was to determine which are 
the “major” items and what price 
formula to use. 


PLAN REJECTED 


Bowles disclosed he had reject- 
ed an industry proposal for a gen- 
eral, temporary increase on all 
cotton textile items. This, he said, 
would have meant a rise of 10 per 
cent or more in average mill 
prices, running more than $200,- 
000,000 a year in mill sales. The 
industry asked that this increase 
be put in force until studies show- 
ed which particular increases 
were unnecessary. 

The price administrat®r said the 
industry’s claim that the general 
increase was required by the 
Bankhead amendment was “with- 
out foundation.” 

“Congress has just reaffirmed 
all the basic principles of stabili- 
zation,” Bowles declared. “A 
charge that it has legislated an in- 
crease of 10 per cent or more in 
prices of cotton clothing would be 
instantly and rightly denied.” 

The selection of items for price 
increases does not foreclose con- 
sideration of evidence that in- 
creases are needed in other goods, 
Bowles said.

“None was in shock and all were 
reported making satisfactory prog- 
ress,” Kenner said. “None was 
psycko-neurotic.”

WASHINGTON, July 2.—()-— 
Tires and cars are taking a beat- 
ing from wartime neglected roads 
in city areas throughout the coun- 
try, the American Automobile As- 
sociation reported today. 

In a survey submitted to all 
government agencies concerned 
with automotive transportation 
problems, Thomas P. Henry, of 
Detroit, national president of the 
AAA, made the following recom- 
mendations:

Fears OPA Wiill Open Branch

I hate to worry Chester Bowles 
and his heckled colleagues of the 
OPA, but it is only fair to let 
them know that inflation has 
spread its sinister fingers to the 
war zones of the South Pacific. 

Housewives need no longer pity 
themselves because of home front 
hardships. We, too, know what it 
is to see prices soar like a P-38. 
We, too, suffer from pocketbook- 
pinch. All the war profiteers are 
not at home. 

Witness this sample of current 
prices on the Solomons market: 
Japanese rifles, $75; Japanese pis- 
tols, $125; Japanese swords, $150; 
Japanese helmets, $10; battle flags, 


$50; Japanese machineguns, $75; 
black market whisky, $50 a quart; 
radios and phonographs, fopr to 
five times their original price, re- 
gardless of age; snapshots of bat- 
tle scenes, $2.50 a print. 

The moguls of OPA will doubt- 
less be further perturbed to hear 
that discrimination against cer- 
tain consumer groups is common 
in the fixing of prices. For in- 
stance, the price of any commodi- 
ty is doubled for a buyer who is 
in the Air Corps. Anyone knows 
that pilots have more money than 
they know what to do with and 
are glad to spend it. 

Perhaps it is unwise of me to 
let Washington know about this 
situation. Who knows but that on

To Talk Silver 


BRETTON WOODS, N. H., July 
2.—A working document embrac- 
ing many alternatives to parts of 
the proposed world stabilization 
fund will be laid before the United 
Nations Monetary Conference to- 
morrow, 


This was disclosed today by Dr. 
Harry D. White, economic director 
of the Treasury Department, who 
outlined the procedure for the 
monetary discussions which are 
expected to continue here for three 
weeks. One of the “amendments” 
to the original eight-billion-dollar 
stabilization proposal is on the 
monetary use of silver, Dr. White 
disclosed, The original proposal, 
announced last spring, made no 
mention of silver as a monetary 
base and it is understood the 
Treasury is prepared to resist at- 
tempts to include silver in the 
monetary plan, 

Dr. White, in discussing the 
agenda under which the confer- 
ence will operate, disclosed three 
commissions will be set up, one 


to deal with the stabilization fund, 


another for the proposed bank for 
reconstruction and development 
and the third for “other means 
of international financial copera- 
tion.’ 


FINISHED PROPOSALS 


The committees will submit the 
finished proposals to the whole 
conference for approval, and the 
complete plan must in turn be ap- 
proved by the various nations in- 
cluded in the monetary plan. 


Except for the silver proposal, 
he did not disclose the nature of 
any of the amendments. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau, elected president of the 
conference yesterday, received a 
congratulatory message today 
from Secretary of State Hull 
which called the conference “one 
of the most important and historic 
international meetings.”

Dr. White, questioned about the 
reaction of American bankers to 
the stabilization fund propposal, 
said the majority of bankers con- 
sulted by the Treasury during 
preparation of the plan were op- 
posed to it and added it was his 
opinion that most bankers are not 
familiar with it or have not ha@ 
the opportunity to Btudy it in de- 
tailed form. 

Senator Robert F. Wagner, Dem- 
ocrat, New York, chairman of the 
Senate Banking Committee and a 
member of the American delega- 
tion, declared tonight in a state- 
ment prepared for world-wide 
broadcast, that the United Nations 
Monetary and Financial Confer- 
ence is “going to succeed.” 

“Here in Bretton Woods the 
mass and power of 45 nations are 
. « « seeking to make it possible 
for factories and farms to convert 
immediately from war to peace 
effort, to keep their present out- 
put at a high level, to provide em- 
ployment for the millions of men 
returning home and to assemble 
the means for reconstructing the 
ravages of war.”

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GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS 


To Hon. Frank A. Hooper Jr., 
Judge of the Fulton Superior 

~ Court, Fulton County. 

We the Grand Jury for the May- 
June Term, 1944, of the Superior 
Court of the Atlanta Circuit, sub- 
mit the following report and pre- 
sentmeents: 

We recommend that the incom- 
ing Grand Jury read these pre- 
sentments, together with those for 
the March-April Term, at an early 
session to acquaint themselves 
with the report of that investigat- 
ing Jury and also of this one. 

We heartily approve the purpose 
of the Fulton County Grand Ju- 
rors Association and appreciate 
the attendance upon one of our 
meetings of representatives of that 


body. 

GENERAL: We gladly report 
that the County Commissioners 
have apparently been co-operative 
in attempting to carry out these 
recommendations as to improve- 
ments in the property as far as 
materials are available. 

We commend the tax assessing 
authorities of the City of Atlanta, 
of the County and of the State, 
for their efforts to enforce impar- 
tially the tax laws. We suggest to 
the City and County authorities 
that they devise some practical 
means of reaching new citizens 
that move into our midst that do 
not become real estate owners in 
order that they mey bear their 
just proportion of the cost of our 
government, 

This Jury, from an investiga- 
tion, repeats the approval of the 
work being done by the Special 
Law Enforcement Committee, ap- 
pointed by the September-October, 
1942, Grand Jury, Great progress 
has been made in venereal disease 
control and we highly commend 
the work. Atlanta and Fulton 
County have reason to be proud 
of the progress made. 

It is a well-known fact that 
much loss and great inconvenience 
is caused to our citizens by the 
wanton breaking of street and 
traffic light globes and the gen- 
eral destruction of property in 
parks and recreation centers. We 
recommend that the police au- 
thorities of the City and County 
be very vigilant in apprehending 
and prosecuting the guilty ones. 

We recommend that the County 
Commissioners improve, if possi-~ 
ble, the acoustics and ventilation 
of the Grand Jury room. 

RECREATION CENTERS: The 
Jury has learned with much pleas- 
ure’ that the Board of County 
Commissioners and the County 
Board of Education have estab- 
lished sixteen recreation centers 
in charge of a director and of sal- 
aried supervisors, each of these 
centers being located on the 
school grounds of the community, 
thus making the school facilities 
available. These recreation centers 
are located as follows, and the 
Board hopes to extend this work: 
Sandy Springs, Garden Hills 
School, E. Rivers School, E. P. 
Howell School, Bolton School, Ma- 
son School, West Fulton High 
School, West Haven School, Ad- 
amsville, Adams Park, Ben Hill, 
Egan Park, Red Oak, Lakewood 
Heights School, Orchard Knob 
and Perkerson School. 

PUBLIC LIBRARY: The Carne- 
gie Library of Atlanta very prop- 
erly has charge of all of the pub- 
lic library work of the City and 
County. This insures uniform, 
trained library service. The cen- 
tral library building is now en- 
tirely inadequate for the needs of 
our present population 6f over 
four hundred thousand, and we 
urge the City of Atlanta to pro- 
vide as soon as possible for an en- 
larged .building. The Board of 
County Commissioners has made 
an appropriation for the year of 
1944 of $20,000.00 to the Carnegie 
Library of Atlanta to extend free 
membership to all residents of the 
County and also for the support of 
the three County branches, name- 
ly: Fairburn, Adams Park and 
Buckhead. This leaves a large 
population beyond easy access to 
the library and we urge the Com- 
missioners to establish, at an early 
date, traveling libraries to extend 
the services to the outlying sec- 
tions. 

Over’ twenty years ago there 
was erected on Auburn Avenue 
an excellent Carnegie Library 
building for the use of the Ne- 
groes, this being under the super- 
vision of the Central Library. 
There is another small branch for 
them, housed in the basement of 
one of the buildings of the Uni- 
versity Homes near Spelman Col- 
lege. No public library facilities 
are easily available for the large 
and progressive Negro population 
in the Ashby-West Hunter Street 
section. We recommend that the 
City establish such additional 
branch there and, if necessary, in 
temporary quarters. 

COUNTY FINANCES: The Jury 
has examined the 1943 auditor’s 
report of the finances of Fulton 
County. We find that the County 
is now entirely out of debt for lia- 
bilities prior to 1944 except $50,- 
000.00 of Campbell County bonds 
which were assumed and which 


‘are not yet due. This fact is un- 


doubtedly due to the budget law 
enacted a few years ago. 

Public highway work has been 
reduced by circumstances and this 
has enabled the County to meet 
the increased demand for ‘charity 
and relief work and for liquidat- 
ing the old county warrants. Some 
increases in county salaries have 
also been made. In view of a vast 
increase in the Federd™ taxes 
levied upon all of our people, we 
call upon our County Commission- 
ers and all department heads to 
eliminate all waste and to hold the 
expenses to the very minimum. 

CIVIL SERVICE: This Jury 
wishes to commend the establish- 
ment of the Fulton County Civil 
Service Board. We desire to com- 
mend this Board for proceeding 
cautiously but positively in the 
performance of its duties. The act 
directs the Board to recommend 
to the Board of County Commis- 
sioners such regulations as they 
deem necessary for the enforce- 
ment of the purpose of carrying 
out the act. Upon the approval of 
these regulations by the County 
Commissioners, they then are of 
legal effect. We recommend that 
these regulations be amended by 
the Civil Service Board to provide 
for a maximum retirement age. 

We find that there are appar- 


the County employes: 

First: That of the Fulton Civil 
Service Board, above referred 
to. 

Second: That of the Police 
and Fire Departments of Fulton 


County. 
Third: That of the County 
Public 


Board of Education, 

Fourth: That of the 
Welfare and Health Depart- 
ments which are under the 
merit system of the State Wel- 
fare and Health Departments. 

We also find that there are 
many employes of the County that 
are not under any merit system 
whose tenure of position depends 
entirely upon the good will of the 
Board or individual employer. 

We believe that all employes of 
the County should have the bene- 
fit of uniform or of very similar 
regulations. These ‘regulations 
should embrace the following 
points that seem to us to be essen- 
tial for good service to the County 
and security to the employes in 
their positions. 

First: Qualifications for posi- 
tions applied for. 

Second: Freedom from politi- 
cal activity. 

Third: A true merit system 
guaranteeing continuity of serv- 
ice in return for faithful per- 
formance of duty. 

Fourth: Minimum age of em- 
ployment and maximum age for 
retirement. 

We believe that the necessary 
changes in our law*as will bring 
about the above conditions will 
have a most wholesome effect 
upon all of our public servants. 

There are several pension funds 
already established among the 
County employes and, while it 
may be desirable eventually to 
have only one pension board, yet 
we do not urge that this be at- 
tempted now, but that that end be 
developed with the growth of the 
common merit system for all 
County employes. The present 
pension funds are under regula- 
tions and boards separate from 
any Civil Service provision. 

PROBATION AND PAROLE: 
This Jury indorses the work that 
is being done by the State Board 
of Pardons and Paroles, under the 
operation of which board the pa- 
role or pardoning of a prisoner 
is handled on a system of just 
deserts and not as a political fa- 
vor. This board holds that they 
have no right to pardon a guilty 
prisoner, but issues a pardon only 
to an innocent prisoner in whose 
case there has been a miscarriage 
of justice. We understand that up 
to this time only one full pardon 
has been issued and that to a Ne- 
gro. This board has paroled about 
seventeen hundred prisoners since 
it was established in the spring of 
1943 and their recomds show that 
fewer than sixty of Those paroled 
have violated their paroles and 
had to be returned to prison. They 
have fourteen supervisors at pres- 
ent that are constantly. in touch 
with the parolees and the board 
receives monthly written reports 
from these officers and from the 
person or corporation in whose 
custody the prisoner is paroled. 

The Jury has looked into the 
work of the various courts of the 
County and we feel that our 
Judges in all the Courts are per- 
forming their duties in a most 
commendable manner, 

We call special attention to the 
work of the Criminal Court of Ful- 
ton County, and we commend this 
court on the manner in whi 
their records are kept and the dis- 
patch with which the lapge num- 
her of cases are disposed of. 

One of the frequent criticisms 
made by the public is the lack of 
certainty of punishment, either by 
imprisonment, fines or sur sed 
|probation. The number of “repeat- 
er” cases that come before all our 
courts is a source of great expense 
and shows that the trial and con- 
viction of a criminal does not al- 
ways end his depradations. 

One of the accepted methods of 
punishment is that of supervised 
probation or parole. Probation, un- 
der the law, is within the author- 
ity of the trial judge and the right 
is exercised prior to the admis- 
sion of the prisoner to prison. The 
parole of prisoners applies only to 
those who have been tried and 
convicted and have served a part 
of their sentence in a prison. The 
authority to parole rests entirely 
in the State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles. . 

Under the Jaw the judges of the 
Superior Court have entire au- 
‘thority and supervision of the 
Adult Probation Department. The 
appointment of probation officers 
and clerical help inthis depart- 
ment rests in their hands. The 
number of officers and employes 
is their responsibility and the ex- 
pense of the department is report- 
ed to the Board of County Com- 
missioners under the general head- 
ing “Court Expenses.” 


The trial judge should have 
complete pre-séntence information 
furnished by well-trained proba- 
tion officers to guide him to a 
wise. sentence in order to protect 
society and to reclaim, if possible, 
the prisoner. Thus it appears that 
while the responsibility for this 
sentence rests with the judge in 
selecting a suitable prisoner for 
probation, yet the key man in the 
picture is fhe probation officer 
who does the pre-sentence work 
and furnishes the judge with com- 
plete and accurate information as 
to the past record of the prisoner. 
Then after the prisoner is placed 
in the custody of the probation of- 
ficer, he must be a trained man 
to give proper, careful and close 
supervision of the probationer 
while in his charge. Such an of- 
ficer can be secured only on a 
merit basis and not in return for 
political influence. 

In our investigation of the Ful- 
ton County Adult Probation De- 
partment we find that the clerical 
help in the office is employed and 
paid as probation officers, and 
that the collection, recording and 
dispensing of support money is 
considered the most important 
function of the department and 
takes precedence over the actual 
supervision of those on probation, 
or the making of pre-sentence in- 
vestigations. We find the office 
space allotted for this department 
is entirely inadequate. 

We make the following recom- 
mendations:

COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCA- 
TION: We join with previous

We have learn- 
ed that janitors and custodians 
are employed by the principal of 
each school and that the office of 
the board pays monthly to each 
principal the appropriations for 
that school for janitor service. We 
urge and recommend that the 
board furnish a standard form of 
receipt to the principals to be 
signed by these employes for serv- 
ices rendered, and that an ac- 
counting of these funds be made 
monthly to the office. We further 
recommend that the auditor of the 
School Department include an ac-

CITY OF ATLANTA: We heart- 
ily indorse the action of the pre- 
vious Grand Jury and join with 
it in recommending to the City 
Board of Education and the citi- 
zens. of Atlanta that they give at- 
tention at the earliest possible 
time to proper and adequate 
building and equipment for Boys’ 
High and Tech High Schools. 

To assist in the recovery of 
stolen property that has been 
pawned or sold to pawnbrokers, 
we note that previous recommen- 
dations have been made that fin- 
gerprint records be obtained of 
the party making the sale or loan, 
and a record of this kind, in our 
opinion, could be kept without 
working any undue_hardship on 
either the pawnb or his cus- 
tomer. If after careful in- 
vestigation it is found that the fin- 
gerprint record is impractical, we 
recommend the following change 
in the system wf reports that are 
now required by City Ordinance:

The 
Police Committee has been re- 
quested to consider and place into 
use at an early date a uniform 
system of records and reports 
along these lines. 

We recommend that the City of 
Atlanta assign or employ a City 
Prosecuting Attorney for the Re 
corder’s Court to assist police of- 
ficers. in prosecuting their cases, 
and to furnish a complete report 
and the necessary information in 
all cases bound over to the higher 
courts for the proper handling of 
such cases by the solicitors of 
those courts.

or not the issuance of licenses for the retail sale of beer and 
wines in that portion of DeKalb County, which is outside of the 
corporate limits of any municipality, shall be continued as 
heretofore or terminated. 


You will bear in mind that the expression of your wishes by 
ballot in this referendum is not upon the issue of whether or 
not the sale of beer and wines shall be licensed or noi licensed 
in DeKalb County at large. The sale of these beverages in that 
portion of DeKalb County, which is within the City of Atlanta, 
as well as in the municipalities of Avondale and Stone Mountain, 
will not be affected and will continue to be licensed as before. 


Although every qualified voter of the County, whether he 
or she may reside within or without-anfy city or town, may vote 
in this referendum, if the majority of those voting should cast 
their votes against the licensing of beer and wine, this would 
merely destroy the businesses of those of us who serve these 
yeverages in cafes and restaurants outside of these municipali- 
ties, without in any way affecting those located within the 
municipalities, who would continue to be licensed as before. 

This would clearly result in unjust discrimination, without 
accomplishing any good purpose whatsoever. 

Our establishments are orderly, the proprietors law-abiding 
citizens, and taxpayers of the County, most of them property 
owners. Occasions requiring police assistance are few and far 
between, and when they do arise, our Cou.ity policemen are 
prompt and efficient, no less so than are those of the several 
towns and cities. A majority of the voters of DeKalb County 
have heretofore voted for the licensing of beer and wine, we 
have located our small businesses in the County, paid our license 
fees and other taxes and received our licenses.

Vote, Move On, 
Hornsby Warns 


Go to the polls tomorrow, cast 
your vote for whomever you 
please and then leave, - 


That was the warning given 
Atlantans last night by Police 
Chief M. A. Hornsby as he in- 
structed members of his depart- 
ment to enforce to the letter a 
city ordnance prohibiting last- 
minute vote grabbing at the polls, 
sidewalk speeches on_ election 
day or gatherings at the polls. 

The penalty for violations of 
the ordinance are fines ranging 
up to $100 or 30 days in the city 
stockade, or both, Hornsby said. 

On duty at the polling places 
from 7 a. m. until closing time 
will be the entire police day 
watch under. the command of 
Captain W. H. (Buck) Weaver, 
plus the downtown traffic men 
and 100 auxiliary police. 


The morning watch, under Cap- 
tain Herbert Jenkins, will come 
on duty at midnight and work 
until relieved at noon by the eve- 
ning watch under Captain 
Luther Carroll. Detectives also 
will work a 12-hour day, mingling 
with election day throngs to seek 
out irregularities. 

“We do not intend to persecute 
anyone,” Hornsby said, “but the 
city laws are as binding on the 
voters as they are on the candi- 


‘dates. Our business is to see that 


the laws are carried out.” 

The ordnance referred to by 
Hornsby, section 47-112 of the 
city code, states: 

* . It shall be unlawful for 
any person to use, or in any man- 
ner congregate upon, the streets 
and sidewalks of the city on elec- 
tion day, from the time the polls 
open to as long as they remain 
open for voting purposes. 

“. . . to solicit, in any manner 
or by any means whatsoever, 
other persons to vote for or 
against any candidate or propo- 
sition to be voted upon that day 
or to hand out any cards, pam- 
phlets or literature of any kind, or 
to carry any banners urging per- 
sons to vote for or against any 
persons or proposition to be voted 
upon that day.”

Bradley Heads 
Ist U. S. Army 


SUPREME HEADQUARTERS 
OF ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCES, July 2.—(4)—General 
Omar N. Bradley commands the 
U.S. Fifth Army, which, alongside 
the British Sccond ays , forms the 
2Zlst Army group of the Allied in- 
vasion of Normandy, it was dis- 
closed tonight. 

The 2lst Army group is under 
General Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery, as General Eisenhower’s 
deputy commander in the field, 
and Bradley’s job is paralled to 
that of Lieutenant General M. C. 
Dempsey, commander of the Brit- 
ish Second Army. 

It has been known since early 
in the invasion that Bradley was 
in the field, but his exact com- 
mand and the presence of the 
American First Army in France 
had not been made public before 
tonight. 

Thus two American armies now 
are in action in Europe—the First 


5| Army in France, and the Fifth in 


Italy. 


Bradley> who helped train two | 


of the divisions which spearhead- 
ed the invasion, came to the Eu- 
ropean theater last fall from com- 
mand of the Second Army Corps, 
which carried the top load in the 
American Seventh Army during 
the Sicilian operation. 

He was deputy commander of 
the Second Corps during the El 
Guettar campaign in Tunisia, and 
its commander in the drive to Bi- 
zerte. 

Bradley became a_ lieutenant 
general on June 2, 1943, was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
medal for his leadership of Amer- 
ican forces in Tunisia, and was 
twice decorated by the French. 

When he left his post as com- 
mandant of the infantry school at 
Fort Benning, Ga., in 1942, he 
took charge of the 82d Infantry 
Division, later reorganized into 
the 82d and the 10lst Airborne 
Divisions which led the American 
assault into Europe. 

Bradley left the 82d at Camp 
Claiborne to take command of the 
28th Infantry Division at Camp 
Livingstone, La. 

In February, 1943, he left the 
28th division at Carrabelle, Fla., 
where it was receiving amphibi- 
ous training, and was sent over- 
seas to join General Eisenhower 
in Algiers.

Port of Cherbourg 
Coming to Life But 
Took Stiff Maulin 


By LEWIS HAWKINS. 
SUPREME HEADQUARTERS 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, July 2.—(4)—The Ger- 
mans “did a very clever job of 
demolition” at Cherbourg, but no 
worse than expected, and clear- 
ance of the port now is going for- 
ward rapidly, Major General Ce- 
cil Ray Moore, chief of the U. S. 
Army Engineers in the European 
theater of operations, said today. 
The general, sent in with the 
Ninth Division when they took 
the port, found the beaten Nazis 
had scuttled almost every ship in 
the harbor. They also damazed 
the signal control system of, all 
the waterfront railways and blast- 
ed the longer bridges. 

Moore said the port should not 
be regarded as “another Naples.” 
He said it was primarily a pas- 
senger and not a cargo port, and 
handled only one-sixteenth of the 
Naples prewar tonnage. 

Potentially, he said, it is capable 
of handling about a seventh as 
much as Naples, which cleared 
3,600,000 tons in 1938. 

While the Navy cleared the un- 
derwater obstacles and mines, 
Army engineers of the regular 
and special units ashore have re- 
moved many mines left on the 
quays, in the wreckage and along 
the beaches. They started the re- 
pair of key shore installations, and 
specially trained units will be as- 
signed jobs of reconstruction and 
dredging, developing bulk oil fa- 
cilities, which will be heavily 
built wp, and restoring and ex- 
tending highway and railways 
from the port. <

The National Safety Council in 
a pre-holiday estimate predicted 
that 1,000 persons would die acci- 
dentally over the weekend. Last 
year’s toll was 298—127 traffic 
fatalities, 84 drownings and 87
